I know hew the public benaves., and I know people in 
public life are worried to death by panehandiers,but I do 
not feel I am coming to you with a matter of that kind, I 
really f that our Negro Atheletes are one of the fe 
things we & race have to work with, and can be really 
prowd of, This is the thing that has kept me fight ng this 
uphill babtle of trying to organize Negro baseball. i wont 
attempt to go into it in a letter, but I honestly do bee 
lieve Negroes, in Atheletics may play a big part inueventi- 
ally obtaining some recogniton for the race, 

I know you read the Negro Wecklys, and if you 
do you read last year what a grand affair she opening day 
of the Negro Baseball season in Newark was. We really had 

2000 paid admissions and I dont think there were 100 

white people in the park. Henry Armstrong threw out the 
ball vor us, and did the fans get a kick out of it. This 
year i an planning to have all the colored soldiers in 

Camp Dix( I understand there will be about £500 there) in 
addition to all the other things I arrange, and I want Joe 
to through out the bald. That is wha$ I am writing you for 
because I know you are the person who will decide. The open- 
ing day is Sunday May llth. 

I wont drag this letter out any more now, but 
if there is any chane to get you to come to Newark that day 
let me know, and I will send you all details of the proe 
gram. Please remember me to Mrs Black,
